*AMBROSIA: Chenopodium Botrys. Its small and reddish leaves resembling oak leaves, tiny 
green flowers. Very aromatic. Any soil. Full sun. Seed only, pkt. 15c 
ANGELICA: Angelica Archangelica. ‘Tall decorative herb with greenish white flowers in large 
umbels. Leaves flavor liqueurs. Stalks are often candied. Prefers moist soil or shade. 

Plants only, 50c 


*ANISE: Pimpinella Anisum. The seeds flavor pastries and confections while the leaves may 


be used in salads. Seed only, pkt. 15c 
ARTEMISIA LACTIFLORA: White Mugwort. Hawthorn scented, greyish cut fragrant leaves, 
tiny white flower panicles. Plants only, 35c 


A. ABSINTHIUM. Leaves greyish-green, aromatic. Any good soil, full sun. Plants only, 35c 


A. DRACUNCULUS: French Tarragon. Narrow dark green leaves, very aromatic. One of 
the most valuable culinary herbs, for salads and vinegar. Sandy rich soil, full sun 
or part shade. Plants only, 85€ 


A. PONTICA: Roman Wormwood, Feathery foliage. Any soil, full sun. Plants only, 35c 


A. ABROTAMUM: Southernwood. Old man. Grey-green, thread-like aromatic leaves. Sandy 
soil, full sun.

*CRESS: Upland. Leaves are dark green, thick, broad and grow in rosette. Same pungent 
flavor as water cress, though it succeeds in dry soil.

*CORIANDER: Coriander Sativum. Dainty leafage, delicate white flowers. Seeds aromatic.

NEPETA MUSSINI: Soft greyish-green leaves. Flowers lavender blue, in clusters. _Loamy soil;

ROSEMARY: Rosmarinus officinalis. Aromatic narrow leaves with small blue flowers. Used 
for fragrance and culinary purposes. Light warm soil; full sun. Plants only, 50c 


RUE: Ruta graveolens. Aromatic fern-like leaves of blue-green, small yellow flowers.

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SAGE: Salvia officinalis. Grey-green pebbly leaves, purple-blue flower spikes. Light soil;

FRENCH THYME: Thymus vulgaris. The garden thyme. Greyish-green narrow leaves.
